Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  for  1969 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1969. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  increased  from  35,360  at  mid- 
year 1968  to  35,580  at  mid-year  1969.  There  were  646  live  births  of  which 
19  (3.03%)  were  illegitimate.  The  corrected  birth-rate  was  19.5  per  thousand 
population,  the  rate  for  England  &,  Wales  was  16.3.  There  were  6 still-births 
and  the  still-birth  rate  was  9.2  per  thousand  live  & still-births,  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  13, 

There  were  289  deaths  from  all  causes  and  the  corrected  death-rate  was 
10.3  per  thousand  population,  the  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  11.9  123  deaths 
(46%)  were  at  age  75  or  over.  There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year 
and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  10.8  per  thousand  live-births.  The 
corresponding  rate  for  England  & Wales  was  18.0,  5 of  the  infant  deaths 
occurred  in  the  first  week.  There  were  16  deaths  from  lung  canr^ 

(including  4 women) , in  1968  there  were  21  deaths  from  this  disease 

and  14  in  1967.  There  were  54  deaths  from  ischaemic  heart  disease  compared 

with  87  in  1968. 

There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 
Notifications  of  measles  v/ere  the  smallest  since  1962.  There  was  no 
new  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified,  in  1968  there  was  1 and  in  1962 
there  were  9.  (In  1967  a Mass  Miniature  Radiography  unit  visited  the  district) 
There  was  1 new  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  compared  with  none 
in  1968  and  1 in  1967). 

The  Department  of  Health  & Social  Security  has  recommended  that  all  girls 
aged  11,  12  &,  13  years  should  be  offered  protection  against  german  measles. 
Because  of  the  known  association  between  certain  congenital  abnormalities  and 
an  attack  of  maternal  german  measles  in  the  early  months  of  pregnancy  it  is 
hoped  to  protect  as  many  girls  as  possible  before  they  reach  child-bearing  age. 
As  soon  as  supplies  of  vaccine  are  received,  vaccination  will  be  offered  to 
girls  of  these  ages  either,  at  school  or  by  their  family  doctor. 
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Priority  will  be  given  to  girls  aged  13  years,  I hope  that  there  will 
be  a good  response  to  this  important  new  preventive  measure. 

Attention  is  drawn  in  the  report  to  the  increased  number  of 
complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisance  which  were  received.  Although  many 
modern  machines  contribute  much  to  our  comfort,  often,  unfortunately, 
noise  is  an  undesirable  by-product.  In  our  houses  the  widespread  use 
of  more  and  more  mechanical  labour  saving  devices,  radios  and  televisions 
is  accompanied  by  an  increased  level  of  noise  and  give  ample  opportunities 
to  the  thoughtless  for  neighbour  annoyance.  Mechanisation  in  industry 
results  in  more  and  more  noise  at  work  and  the  greater  volume  of  traffic, 
both  on  the  ground  and  in  the  air,  together  with  mechanisation  of 
construction  methods  produce  more  noise  outside.  Whilst  accepting  all  the 
benefits  which  these  modern  inventions  confer  we  must  ensure  that 
everything  possible  is  done  to  reduce  the  accompanying  noise  to  acceptable 
limits.  We  must  also  look  to  the  future  and  by  careful  planning  of  new 
industrial  development  and  roads  and  adequate  sound  insulation  of  new 
dwellings  try  to  prevent  any  aggravation  of  the  problem. 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  are  given  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support 
and  confidence,  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Tiplady,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to  colleagues 
in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus,  Poliomyelitis  and  Measles  Protection : 

A special  clinic  is  held  for  this  purpose  once  a month  at  the  Clinic, 

253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  and  arrangements  are  made  for  immunisation 
to  be  performed  at  the  er.d  of  every  Welfare  Session  at  Bramhall.  In 
addition,  immunisation  is  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  general  medical 
practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  An  annual  visit  is  made  to  all  primary 
schools  in  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  giving  diphtheria,  tetanus 
and  poliomyelitis  reinforcing  doses.  I 

Chiropody  Service:  Financial  help  in  obtaining  chiropody  treatment 
is  given  to  persons  ag*ed  65  years  and  over,  persons  registered  as 
physically  handicapped  and  expectant  mothers,  on  the  recommendation  of 
their  family  doctor”.  Treatment  is  given  by  the  chiropodist  chosen  by 
the  patient. 

Physically  Handicapped  Club;  A social  club  for  handicapped  persons 
meets  in  alternate  weeks  at  Hazel  Grove.  Transport  is  provided  in 
most  cases  by  members  of  the  W.R.V.S.  In  addition,  a handicraft  section 
meets  once  fortnightly. 

Welfare  Foods;  Welfare  foods  are  on  sale  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  253  London  Road,  Hazel  Grove,  from  Monday  to  Friday,  and  at  all 
Child  Welfare  Centres, 

Services  provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 

Hospitals;  There  is  no  hospital  within  the  Urban  District.  Patients 
from  this  area  are  admitted  to  hospitals  in  neighbouring  districts. 

Maternity  cases  requiring  hospital  accommodation  are  also  admitted  to 
hospitals  outside  the  area.  Where  necessary,  infectious  disease  cases 
other  than  Smallpox  are  admitted  to  the  Stockport  Isolation  Hospital 
and  Monsall  Isolation  Hospital . Facilities  for  Smallpox  cases  are 
provided  at  Ainsworth  Smallpox  Hospital  near  Bury. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases;  Special  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  held  at  the  Chest 
Clinic,  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  St.  Thomas'  Hospital' , Flint  Street, 
Stockport,  respectively.

(ii)  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public 
water  mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent 
action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration 
plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  v/ere  satisfactory. 
Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results. 

Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  of  a typical  sample

(iii)  Clean  Air 

Smoke  Control  Programme 

The  Council's  fourth  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  during  the 
year.  The  areacontained  668  private  houses  and  121  Council  houses,  306 
applications  for  financial  grants  were  dealt  with. 

The  Hazel  Grove  (N!05)  Smoke  Control  area  was  surveyed  and  the  Smoke 
Control  Order  submitted  to  and  confirmed  by  the  Minister.  This  area  contained 
945  private  houses,  259  Council  houses  and  160  commercial  and  business  premises  , 

With  the  exception  of  the  small  sector  of  the  district  on  the  south 
westerly  side  of  the  A6  and  the  area  of  green  belt  excluded  by  the  Minister 
from  the  Council's  first  Smoke  Control  area,  the  whole  of  Hazel  Grove  is  now 
subject  to  Smoke  Control  Orders.  There  are  5,980  domestic  premises  (46%  of 
the  total)  and  1259  acres  (21%  of  the  total  acreage)  affected. 


The  Council's  present  programme  is  to  complete  Bramhall  and  Woodford  in 
three  further  areas  with  tte  (Outstanding  section  in  Hazel  Grove  to  follow. 

1583  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Smoke  Control  during  the  year.  These 
visits  together  with  the  administrative  work  in  connection  with  the  grant 
allowance  and  enquiries  has  absorbed  a considerable  amount  of  time. 

The  increasing  number  of  Smoke  controlled  premises  increases  the  supervision 
required  to  enforce  the  Orders  and  it  has  been  necessary  to  issue  warnings  to 
some  residents  regarding  the  burning  of  unauthorised  fuels.  Legal  action  has 
not  yet  been  necessary. 

During  the  year  the  delivery  of  coal  in  Smoke  Control  areas  became  an 
offence. 

Chimney  Heights 

A new  control  over  the  height  of  furnace  chimneys  was  introduced.  The 
control  applies  to  new  chimneys  serving  furnaces  which  are  enlarged  or 
replaced  by  a furnace  having  a larger  combustion  space. 

A number  of  enquiries  were  dealt  with  and  approval  was  given  to  four 
applications  subject  to  certain  conditions.

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  enforcing  the 
half  day  closing  provisions  of  the  Shops  Acts  in  respect  of  hairdressers 
shops.  A survey  of  shopkeepers  affected  by  these  provisions  was  carried 
out  to  ascertain  whether  they  were  in  favour  of  being  exempted  from  the 
half  day  closing. 

A majority  indicated  that  they  were  not  in  favour  and  in  consequence 
the  half  day  closing  was  enforced. 


(ix)  Sewerage  & Sewage  Disposal 

The  extensions  to  the  Offerton  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  now  operational 
and  will  be  completed  in  the  early  summer. 

Approval  of  the  tender  for  the  Bean  Leach  Foul  Sewer  is  awaited  from  the 
Ministry  and  the  starting  date  is  scheduled  for  1st  August,  1970  with  completion 
within  one  year. 

A computer  survey  of  the  district's  sewerage  system  in  the  Bramhall  area 
has  been  completed  and  the  results;  are  awaited  in  order  that  planned  renewals 
can  be  implemented. 

Six  premises  which  had  pail  closets  were  connected  to  septic  tanks 
with  the  assistance  of  Standard  Grants. 

There  now  remains  14  premises  in  the  district  with  pail  closets,

There  are  102  premises  with  water  closets  net  connected  to  the  sewer. 

(x)  Noise 

A variety  of  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  dealt  with  during  the 
year  including  complaints  of  road  drills  & compressors,  vehicle  noise, 
ventilation  fans  at  factories  adjacent  to  houses,  noisy  machinery  and 
neighbour  noise. 

Work  on  this  subject  is  increasing  as  the  public  become  less  prepared 
to  tolerate  preventable  noise. .

3.  Milk  Supply 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1960 

Dealers1  Licences  are  issued  by  the  Food  & Drug's  Authority  and  remain 
in  force  for  five  years.  District  Councils  are  required  to  maintain  a 
register  of  dealers  and  dairies*  ' 

There  are  11  dairy  herds  from  which  milk  is  sold  raw  to  the  public. 

Samples  of  milk  as  sold  to  the  public  are  taken  regularly  by  a County 
Sampling  Officer  and  submitted  to  the  laboratory  to  be  tested  for  keeping 

quality,  and  in  the  case  of  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk the  efficiency 

of  the  treatment  is  also  tested.  In  addition  raw  milk^-sdld  without  heat 
treatment  to  the  public  is  tested  for  the  presencp  to  brucella  abortus  and 
Tuberculosis*  Tuberculous  infection  is  now  extremely  rare  and  none  has 
been  found  during  the  year.  Five  supplies  were  however  found  to  be  infected 
with  brucella  and  notices  prohibiting  the  sale  of  the  milk  without  previous 
heat  treatment  were  served  in  these  cases.  When  the  infected  animals  ha. 
been  identified  and  removed  from  the  herds  the  notices  were  withdrawn.
